noi has been going on for almost 
three years. 


Opinion here on peacemaking 


has vacillated between the feel- 
Ing Ho would agree to negotia- 
tions and the thought he will re- 
fuse, to do so on any terms ac- 
ceptable to President Johnson. 


The greater emphasis now 


given to the fade away theory is 
due In part to Ho's persistence 
so far in rejecting Johnson's 
various overtures and those of 
many other would-be peacemak- 
ers. 


Officials note that North Viet- 


namese spokesmen have said 
repeatedly for the past year 
that If President Johnson halted 
the 
bombing 
unconditionally 


there could have been talks. 


But they have never been will- 


ing to say flatly that there 
would be talks. 


Soviet and other Communist 


officials have said talks would 
be held In three or four weeks If 
Johnson stopped the bombing. 
But U.S. officials say even the 
Soviets were unable to commit 
Hanoi definitely to negotiations 
If the bombings were stopped on 
Hanoi's terms. 


U.S. 
officials who hold the 


fadeaway theory say t h e r e 
might be deeper reasons why 
Ho is unwilling to negotiate. 
One such possible reason Is that 
In the peace exchanges thus far 
through diplomatic channels no 
party has succeeded in produc- 
ing a compromise peace formu- 
la. 


Another argument advanced 


by U.S. officials is that Ho may 
wish to avoid any kind of inter- 
national inspection system to 
guarantee enforcement of what- 
ever agreements were made for 
the future of South Vietnam. 


In spite of these arguments no 


one in Washington is able to say 
the view 
in 
Hanoi 
will not 


change with the changing cir- 
cumstances of the war. This is 
the major reason why Johnson 
administration officials say the 
United States must continue to 
probe for peace. 


Halting the bombing is a far 


more serious action for Presi- 
dent Johnson than putting a new 
peace proposal into diplomatic 
channels or writing another let- 
ter to Ho Chi Minh, however. 


The nation's military leaders 


have made known theii opposi- 
tion to any respite for North 
Vietnam, Nevertheless adminis- 
tration officials recognize that 
Johnson is concern**! not only 
with the periodic probing of the 
possibilities. of negotiation but 
also with demonstrating he is 
willing to do wlat he can within 
the limits of his policy to get 
North Vietnam to a conference 
table.

This seems simple enough,

Charles 0. Flnley received the 


necessary votes— reportedly 7-3 
- to move the Athletics to Oak- 
land, At the same time, Kansas 
City and Seattle were awarded 
expansion franchises effective 
"as soon as practicable but not 
later than the 1971 season," 


In the case of Seattle, the 


franchise is contingent on the 
city passing a $40*million bond 
issue In February for a multi- 
ple-purpose domed stadium. 


Kansas City last spring ap- 


proved a bond issue for a $43- 
million 
sports complex that 


would be ready in 1971. Mean- 
while, major league baseball 
could be played in the A's home 
stadium. 


Kansas City's delegation was 


so angered that the city faced 
prospects of witing as long as 
1971 
without 
baseball 
that 


League President Joe Cronin 
reconvened 
the owners past 


midnight 
and hammered out 


appeasement on expansion by 
1969. 


This came after an incensed 


Sen. Stuart Symington, D-Mo., a 
member of the delegation, said 
he would call a news conference 
In Washington this afternoon, 
and after one Kansas Citlan 
fumed that the league "has re- 
warded the man who sabotaged 
baseball In Kansas City and has 
left the city without baseball 
until 1971." 


But by early morning, Cronin 


was able to announce that, after 
a meeting soon with the Nation- 
al League to discuss expansion, 
the 
American 
League would 


take all action within its power: 


"To select a new ownership of 


the Kansas City club prior to 
March 1, 1968, in order that the 
Jackson County Sports Complex 
Authority would be able to ob- 
tain a commitment on a long- 
term lease on the proposed 
stadium in Kansas City; and to 
enable the new club to field a 
team for the 1969 season." 


Seattle said it also prefers the 


1969 target date. 


There were "no comment" 


replies flying all over the place 
when club owners were pinned 
down. 


One source, however, said the 


vote taken was on a package 
deal that included Finley's shift 
to Oakland as well as the ex- 
pansion plans. 


"All I wanted was to get six

top aides wired the leaders of 
Ford locals that no meaningful 
progress had been made on 
most key money issues In a 
new contract. 


The telegrams said most of 


the bargaining in the past few 
days has been confined to non- 
money matters, a l t h o u g h 
"meaningful 
progress" 
has 


been made in the area of "pen- 
sions, insurance and Income se- 
curity 
during 
periods 
of 


layoff." 


When asked if the wires were 


to prepare members— 
some of 


them restive over the lengthen- 
ing strike— for a possible break- 
down In talks, a union spokes- 
man would say only "they were 
to Inform the membership." 


Some 160,000 workers struck 


Ford Sept. 7 on expiration of the 
old three-year contract. The 
strike was in its 43rd day today, 


There was no elaboration of 


the term "Income 
security." 


But Reuther' s main goal had 
been a guaranteed annual In- 
come that would assure a work- 
er who starts a year employed 
that he will get 100 per cent of 
his wages for the year even If 
laid off. 


Pensions also had been a 


priority goal. Insurance im- 
provements were listed among 
union goals, but without empha- 
sis. 


The telegrams said no mean- 


ingful progress had been made 
on wages, cost of living provi- 
sions and "other impprtant eco- 
nomic matters." 


Reuther has said he wants a 


big wage boost with something 
more for skilled workers, plus 
parity 
for Canadian workers 


who make about 40 cents an 
hour less than their U.S. coun- 
terparts, 


He also said he will approve 


no changes in a cost-of-living es- 
calator clause In the old con- 
tract that brought UAW mem- 
bers a bonus 18 cents an hour 
over the past three years. In 
its only publicly revealed offer 
Ford asked the union to cut 
back on the clause and put a 
celling on the amount It could 
yield each year.

gro parents who are unhappy 
with the pace of faculty arri 
pupil desegregation. 


The district, which is at the 


northern edge of Pine Bluff, op* 
crates the predominantly-white 
tiollarway School and the all- 
Negro f ownsend fork School, 


The board said 49 Negro stu* 


dents were attending grades 1- 
12 at Dollarway this year, along 
with 1,222 white students, it said 
1,400 Negroes were enrolled at 
Townsend Park. 


the complaint from the par« 


ents of eight Negro students was 
filed as a supplement to a 1959 
suit that resulted in a court or- 
der directing the district to be- 
gin desegregation with the first 
grade in 1960. 


The last previous court action 


in the case was in 1963, when 
the district was ordered to begin 
desegregation at the high school 
level. 


The board amended its origi- 


nal desegregation plan in 1966 
to permit it to assign pupils on 
a freedom of choice basis. 


It said Wednesday that every 


student in the distrirt now had 
been given at least one oppor- 
tunity to select the school of his 
choice, and "every student in 
the district is attending the 
school of his choice." 


The Negro parents contended
